schools were closed for ‘the reasons 
given:

These figures were given out by 
1e Hon. Perrin Baker, minister of 
education. Mr. Baker said that on 


account of the recent reduction in the 
number of school inspectors and shift- 
ing of others, some confusion had re- 
sulted in the monthly reports of the 
schools closed for. May. Some in- 
spectors who had left the service had 
not reported at all, others had report- 
ed for their enlarged inspectorates, 
and overlapping made it difficult to 
interpret the figures. He was, how- 
ever, going into the matter carefully 
at the present time. 

With reference to the figures quot- 
ed, Mr. Baker said there were a num- 
ber of factors which required further 


explanation. The item of “No child- 
ren,” for instance, includ schools 
where there was not a sufficient num- 
ber of children, one or two or three, 
to permit the esta t of a 
scool. He was not quite clear just

The announcement by President Beatty on behalf of the C.P.R. that Can- 
fda’s greatest Company is prepared to yoluntarily cancel existing land agree- 
ments between itself and some 30,000 Western farmers and rewrite the same 
on more favorable terms of payment by the farmers is most gratifying. The 
Announcement points out that during the war years tn response to the univer- 
gal deinand for greater’ production, and the then prevailing high prices, marly 
farmers purchased more land and more equipment.

the end of which time they will be given title to the land, these payments 
covering both principal and interest, and the annual payment guarantéed to 
é@xceed-in no one year more than 7% per cent, of the purchase price of ,the 
land, thus assuring the farmer a reasonable amount for himself out of the 
year’s operations 

In announcing this policy, President Beatty emphasized a view repeatedly 
expréssed in this column, namely, that any successful immigration ‘poficy 
must be first of all based upon contented.settlers already in the country; 
that nothing is to be gained by bringing in new settlers if those already here 
become so dissatisfied with conditions that they. move out, | The new policy 


announced by the C.P.R. has been received with favor in all quarters, and it 
is a poliey which might well be adopted by other companies having large 
interests in Western lands. -

Some new sidelights on the posstbil- 
ity of Aretic stock raising and grain 
culture are supplied by Harry A. War- 
rer, engineer ofthis city, who, has 
just returned from the Arctic. coast, 
tuys the Edmonton Bulletin. Mr. 
Warner is a strong believer in the 
theory that the Arctic will in years to 
come prove habitable for the white 
agriculturist, and he draws parallels 
with settlements. here in Alberta 
which some years since were consid- 
ered to be fit for nothing but raising 
muskrats; where in the muskeg ice 
could be found at a depth of a few 
feet below the moss all summer, and 
where though this condition exists at 
the present day, but half a mile dis- 
fant farmers are raising crops of all 
kinds—and good ones. 

Many theories have been advanced 
regarding eattle raising, and agricul- 
ture in the Arétic, and it is significant 
to note that the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany, their vast and ancient knowledge, 
of the country were apparently satis- 
fied that this was feasible, and-actual- 
ly did “run” forty head of oxen within 
the circle, 

This episode dates back to the years 
prior to the advent of the C.PR., 
when arrangements were made by the 
Gentlemen Adventurers to ship in all 
their trade goods via Alaska. Plan’ 
were perfected for operating steamers 

. from the sea, commencing at St. 
Michael's in Alaska, up the Yukon 
River to the limit of navigation. Then 
York boats on the Porcupine and the 
Peel River to the height of land, 
where a wagon road woyld take the 
trade goods over to the Mackenzie 
side, where they, would again be plac- 
ed 6n steamers and taken to all the 
company's posts as far south as Lake 
Athabasca, and perhaps further: —

safely on the proposed portage road 
eastward of Fort McPherson, - It was 
planned by the company to construct 
a road of between thirty and thirty- 
five miles; this was cut out, bridge 
timbers were hewn, meadows burned 
off and fenced, and other preparations 
made for .extensive freight shipping 
operations on the Rat River portage. 
Then came. word that the C.P.R. had 
commenced building the steel west- 
ward, and the Arctic route which 
might have changed the whole outlook 
of Western Canada was abandoned. 
The oxen were driven over the moun~- 
tains to Fort Yukon and slaughtered 
for beef, and the entire episode was 
forgotten, except in the memories of 
some of the real northern old-timers. 

What is significant is that the H. B. 
~C. recognized that cattle could them- 
selves obtain a ‘living in the. Arctic, 
and that they were prepared to hinge 
their entire transportation system on 
this theory. 

Further concrete examples of what 
fs possible are furnished by other 
travellers. In 1908 a prospecting 
party took north with them two horses 
for packing purposes, and ranged and 
fed these animals at a point fifteen 
miles north of the present settlement 
of Aklavik, and within a short dis- 
tanec of the Arctic coast. The horses 
were used in the Arctic for a year, but 
finally they wandered away and were 
lost or destroyed by the wolves. 

Fifty per cent. of the area of the 
Mackenzie delta is grass covered, 
says Mr. Warner, apd following the 
examples-of others, large bands of 
both horses and tattle could be fed 
here - with no- more difficulty than 
would be experienced in Northern Al- 
berta.. - 

Again, to get away from theories 
and illustrate actualities, it is note- 
worthy that the Northern Trading 
Company's fur post manager at Akla- 
vik (well within the Arctic circle), has 
grown cabbage and lettuce, while a 
few grains of wheat which were plant- 
ed, headed out but did not ripen. Root 
erops cannot be grown, due to the fact 
that the ice is so close to the surface, 
but the northman is of the opinion 
that plants which produce their crop 
above the surface can speedily be 
brought to bear. Though these may 
not become immiediately successful, 

.» they undoubtedly would in time as

zone vegetables and grain, and what 
is true of Scotia, will have a- parallel 
in the soils of the farnorth. 

From the stock raising and grain 
growing standpoint the far north 
has a distinct potential value, says 
Mr. Warner, though, of course, it will 
be many years before it is largely util- 
ized. There are dreas though, with- 
in the three line limit, which can be 
made ) ‘produce growth sufficient to 
sustain a settled population, and Jn 
keneral the northern traveller ridi- 
cules the idea that the far north is a 
howling wilderness, which never wiil 
do more than provide feeding grounds 
for semi-domesticated herds of the 
reindeer family. 

Throughout the winter Mr, Warner 
lived in a tent in his Arctic home and 
felt no hardships thereby, Aklovik is 
ho cooler than Edmonton, he says, 
though on the coast proper the winds 
blowing -off the open leads in the ice 
make for more arduous conditions. 
The mysterious and dreaded Barre’ 
Lands, he compares to the prairies 
fitty years ago, while he avers that 
the wilderness is a very different 
thing to the desért, and that the first- 
named can be made normal by the use 
of commonsense methods of life and 
travel. 

Just as surely as the prairies 
Were subdued and brought to serve 
men’s needs, so will the far north, 


says ‘the engineer, and it is by no 
means impossible but that the 
North-West Territories will later 


be regarded as a heritage of which 
Canadians will be justly proud. 


Export Cattle Trade 


Showing for the First Quarter of the 

Year Compared with. Last Year ~ 

The markets intelligence report of 
the Dominion Live Stock Branch for 
the first quarter of 1923 is particular- 
ly full and interesting and should be 
well studied by everyone concerned in 
the livestock and meat trade of the 
country. Following are some of the 
facts to be gleaned: 

That the marketings of. cattle at 
Canadian stockyards during the quar- 
ter were approximately 149,000 com- 
pared with 129,000 in the same period 
last year. See 

That cattle. prices during March 
were on the average about 25 per cent. 
lower in the west and about even in| 
the east compared with prices in the 
previous month, and that at the close 
they were 50c up in the west and $1 
in the east. 

That the store cattle movement this 
year for the quarter totalled 18,937 
compared with 14,804 for the same 
period last year. 

That the increase is largely due to 
good prospects fer trade in the au- 
tumn feeder markets in Great Britain. 
That prices in March were about a 
dollar higher than in February. That 
a feature of the store cattlé market 
was the general bish standard of the 
purchases. 

That:the hog movement Was 31 per 
cent. greater up to March 31, this year 
than last year, that slaughterings 
were 20 per cent. more this year than 
last, and that prices on the average 
were about three dollars down. 

That the sheep and lamb movement 
is about 6,000 head this 
than last year, and that prices for 
good lambs in March were 50c to $1 
better than in March, 1922. ig 

That the export trade in cattle and 
calves showed up in the first three 
months of this year almost 200 per 
cent. better than last year, that the 
export of beef was appreximately 62 
per cent. better, that bacon was 12 
per cent. better, and pork 186 per cent. 
better. Exports of sheep and mutton 
were lighter. 

That all Canadian stores “offered: in 
Great Britain have sold at high prices, 
the average bein& well in line with the

Fish culture in Canada has now 
reached the stage where it is not a 
question of merely hatching out. so) 
many million eggs of different species | 
of fish, but of doing this by methoda |

‘plaeed. Snormous numbers of eggs | 
are deposited each autumn in the! 
hatcheries maintained by the Depart- | 
ment of Marine and Fisheries and 
each succeeding spring the fry are 
released in the lakes and streams of 
the Dominion. 

The eggs during incubation and the 
young fry up to the time that their 
food sac is absorbed are. carried in 
the shallow hatchery troughs in run- 
ning water. It has been suggested 
that the shallow water in the troughs 
unfits the young fish for Hfe ip the 


experimnts mad at the Lakise 
hatchery in British Columbia, 
regard to the depths at which youn 
sockeye may be submerged withou 
injurious results, it was found ihat no 
unfavorable change occurred in their 


varying in depth up to forty-six feet. 

The experiments were made ta 
water at a temperature of 32 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The fish were placed. in 
lacquered cans, perforated to subject 
them to full water pressure, and at 
the end of the longest period, which 
was twenty- three hours, they appear- 
ed as lively as when first submerged 
and in perfectly normal and healthy 
condition, Newly hatched fry, fry 
with the food sac nearly’ absorbed and 
seven-month-old fingerlings were used 
in the experiment; the peridds of time 
the fish were submerged ranged from 
one and a quarter hours to twenty- 
three hours and the depths of water 
to which they were lowered from five 
feet to forty-six feet.

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Third Semi-Monthly 
Crop Report 


Generally speaking, the c situa- 
tion in Alberta at present date, is 
more tap than in any year 
since 1915, ractically without ex- 
ception, all districts report splendid 
rainfalls within the past two weeks, 
and there has been a generous supply 
of moisture over the entire Provians, 
Precipitation has ranged from one 
and a half*to two and a half inches 
since June 1, in the various districts, 
with nearly five inches recorded at 
Calgary. The rains have been accom- 
panied by excellent growing weather. 

All grains, as a reeult, are showing 
a heathy, vigorous growth. The wheat 
has reached a height of from six to 
ten inches, and in some cases tweivi 
and*fourteen inches, and is in the shot 
blade in one or two districts, Oats and 
barley are above ground and in good 
condition, Rye is heading out, but 
will be a light crop. Alfalfa‘is about 
ready for the first harvesting in the 


southern districts, and has a very 
flealthy appearance, 
The heavy rains commenced _be- 


tween tWo and three weeks ago, first 
in the south-western district; and_lat- 
er in other sections of the province. 
Districts which a week ago had no! 
then participated in the general pre- 
cipitation, now report splendid  rain- 
falls, and the grain growing  vigor- 
ously, 

As a direct result of the encourag- 
ing rains, larger areas nave been sown 
to grain, and the total area in crop in 
the province, will now exceed that otf 
last year by approxiratelyy ten per 
cent. 8 
Summerfallowing is now in progress 
although the area will not, be great. 
Prairie grass is more luxuriant than 
for some years, and livestock is in ex- 
cellnet condition. 

GRASSHOPPERS—tThe serious in- 
festation of grasshoppers this year is 
confined to the areas in the eastern 
half of the province from the interna- 
tional border fo as far north as Corp- 
nation.” Thére is also a report of ‘a 
erious infestation ij the Grande 
Prairie district, So far as other dis- 
tricts are concerned; the infestation 
is not nearly. so serious as last year, 
and although some poisoning has been 
done, it has not been necessary on any- 
thing like the scale of last season. 
The campaign in the seriously infest- 
ed areas is well under way, and vigor- 
ous steps are being taken to combat 
the pest, 

A few isolated reports of damage 
from eutworms have been received. 
Caterpillars are reported in great 
numbers in the northern parts of the 
provincé, but are not a menace to 
crops, their damage being confined to 
foliage, chifly to poplar trees. 3

MILLET AND A MIXTURE OF 
OATS AND FALL RYE 


By James\Murray, serie Agrieul- 
u ; turist, 


With: such favorable moisture ¢on- 
ditions as now exist throughout south- 
ern. Alberta every -effort should be 
made to build up a reserve of feed. 

Fall rye on account of the dry fal! 
and = is this year a partial fail- 
ure, and the feed secured from that 
source will be much less than a year 
ago. It is getting late for the plant- 
ing of corn, but if one has seed on 
hand and land in good condition it 
could still be planted with prospects 
of a fair supply of fodder, Oats, of 
course, will frequently return a splen- 
did crop of green feea seeded as late 
as the first of July. 

.A crop but little grown and which 
has done well with a number of farm- 
ers is millet. It differs from oats, in

‘or seeding from now until early in 
July millet is easily the most promis- 

‘ling feed crop for the south-eastern 
part of Alberta. It is never advis- 
able to sow it until June, but if plant- 


~ling this*month or until the tenth of 
July, it makes rapid growth and is 
reasonably sure to return from one to 
three tons per acre. Mlilet is one of 
the erops that compares favorably 
with corn in the amount of water re- 

uired to produce a erop; it takes lit- 
tle more than half as much water” as 
oats to produce a ton of hay. It is an 
excellent feed for cattle and for horses 
as well, if fed sparingly.’ The seed is 
sown witlr the grain drill rather shal- 
low at the rate of fifteen to twenty 
pounds per acre; it costs from five to 
seven cents per pound. 

Mr. Henry Cavan, of Danmese not 
|a wet district), has been growirfg mil- 
let .with excellent success for several 
years and even in the driest seasons 
has never failed to cut a profitable 
crop. His success has induced many 
of his neighbors to try out the crop, 
and all regard it highly. , 

Another crop which has done well 
for many years and which promises 
well for a season such as this, is a 
mixture of one bushel of oats and half 
a bushel of fall rye sown, together.

Company Has a Meritorious Plan of 
Real Benefit to Wester Farmers 
Tn ‘a statement of a new land colon- 

izing policy of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, made public recently by BE. 
W. Beatty, K.C,,° President of the 
Company, the indebtedness of farmers 
who. now have contracts with the com- 
pany will be taken over by -the Cana: 
dian_ Pacific Railway. and their con- 
tracts will be rewritten and the in- 
debtedness spread over a péMiod of 34 
yéars, the farmer to teceive title to 
his land upon completion of the 34th 
payment. No annual payment of in- 
terest and principal combined shall 
exceed seyen per cent. of the cost of 
the farm. Thirty thousand farmers 
in Canada are effected by this propos- 
al. 

President Beatty’s announcement is 
in part-as follows: 

“The Canadian Pacific Railway is at 
all times accurately apprised of the 
tenor of the national mind because 
it is In itself one of. the largest land- 


,; owners in the west; because as a na- 


tional organization it ts vitally inter- 
ested ‘ in preserving 
throughout the Dominion; and  be- 
cause it knows from past experience 
that its acts have constituted pre- 
cedent. It unfortunately knows that 
in the western provinces increasing 
farm costs, together -with low prices 
Obtainable for farm produtts, have 
seriously affected those farmers not 
definitely and firmly established in 
their operations. 


“The present position is due to 
several causes. ° During the war ‘the 
high prices realized for farm pro- 
duce, and bountiful. crops obtaining 
induced expenditures by 
farmers for extra equipment and in- 
creased land holdings, which since 
the decrease in value of farm pro- 
duce without’ a similar decrease in 
wages or cost of living, togethex,.with 
crop failures in some districts, has 
resulted in a rapidly increasing bur- 
den of debt, and in the case of some 
land under 
contract for purchase from the com- 
pany—through no fault of their own— 
they find themselves behind in their 
‘payments, and a cértain amount of 
discouragement and depression has 
resulted, which, if unchecked. and un- 
remedied, fnust inevitably | spread 
wider, breeding a spirit of pessimism 
with its many attendant evils. 

“The Canadian Pacific has always 
been the pioneer in providing favor- 
able terms for the colonization of its 
lands in the west, particularly in 
connection with the terms under 
which their lands have been sold, in 
the preparation of ready- made farms, 
the advance of livestock to settlers, 
loans made ‘to them, and the aid 
granted through its agricultural and 
development departments. It is clear 
that the new plan will do-much to 


retain settlers who are now propos- 
ing to leave, aid stimulate immensely. 
the immigration of desirable -agricul- 
tural colonists.”

Typhoid fever as a cause of death 
has almost disappeared fn cities, 
where the water supply and the sani- 
tation can be controlled. Last year 
in the larger cities the death rate from 
typhoid fell to 8.15 to the 100,000, less 
than a sixth of what it was twelve 
years ago. Back in 1882 it was 
about 60 to the 100,000.
